From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, Dec. 1-1.— (Special)— The 
Rev. Robert Jaffruy, head of the Chi- 
nese Mission Association in the prov- 
ince or Kwnng Si, South China, and 
sou of Robert Jaffray, >•"*• of the 
proprietors of the Toronto Globe, re- 
turned from China by the steamship 
Empress of India. Mr. Jaffray made 
the startling announcement this morn- 
ing, that he expected to hear any day 
that the Reformers were sweeping over 
China from the south. Mr. Joffray says 
that for months before he left, millions 
of Reformers in South China were open- 
ly organizing and holding secret meet- 
ings. In fact, the reform wave had 
reached such n piteli that the mandar- 
l.-is had been frequently set at defiance, 
nnd when one of them hnd attempted to 
collect what was thought nn unjust tax 
from Canton merchants, the merchants 
had locked the gates of every street in 
Canton and refused to pay any taxes 
at nil, until the mandarin promised to 
make no further attempt to collect the 
obnoxious levy. In the provinces of 
Wang Ting and Kwnng Si, the Reform 
ers were securing Immence quantities of 
arms nnd ammunition, and were strain- 
ing like hounds at the leash, in fnct, so 
impatient were they to overrun and 
o-orthrow the reigning dynasty that 
several minor engagements hnd taken 
place between scattered troops of the 
Reform nnd Imperial armies. 

These potty engagements are dis- 
couraged by the Reform leaders, how- 
ever, the object of the lenders being, if 
possible, to restrain the vast reform 
force until the powers have spoken re- 
garding th<'ir pleasure ns to the present 
dynasty. If t ho powers do not decide to 
overturn t ho present dynasty, he believ- 
ed that the Reformers in the south of 
China will commence their terrible 
march to Pekin, and the Reformers 
would rise all over China as well. 

Mr. Jaffrny said he did not believe 
Hint the Reformers could wait, how- 
ever, until the powers were ready to 
nnnonnce to the world their pleasure re- 
garding the reigning dynasty of China. 
He believd from what he saw with his 
nun eyes, that the uprising was im- 
minent] The recklessness occasioned by 
all this preparation was evidenced on 
every side in South China. There were 
no Boxers there, but rebels continually 
made raids on the missions, thirty-sev- 
en mission houses being burned by reb- 
els in the province next to his. previous 
to his coming away. Mr. Taffrny fur- 
ther stated that the Reformers bad un- 
limited wealth at their command, nnd 
the fund for the military movement had 
reached enormous proportions, en- 
abling the leaders of the Reformers to 
hire trained soldiers. He believed that 
the immensity and tfle horror of the 
Reform movement, should it take plnee, 
would overshadow in importance the 
brief reign of the Boxers. 

Mr. Jaffray is returning to Toronto, 
after several years' service in China. 
II- is accompanied by Mrs. .Tnffray, anil 
both are guests at the residence of Mr. 
.7. R. Seymour.

OVERTURNED GAS TANK. 

Storm on California Coast Does Great 
Damage to Property. 

San Francisco, Dee. 14. — A storm of 
unusual proportions visited this coast 
early to-day, doing considerable damage 
in some sections. Telegraph wires were 
prostrated, and during the day San 
Francisco was entirely cut off from tele- 
graphic communication with the outside 
world. The wind reached a velocity of 
nearly (10 miles an hour in the city, and 
was of greater velocity in exposed sec- 
tions. During the hejght of the storm 
rain fell in torrents, and almost reached 
the proportions of a cloudburst. The 
wind caused damage in many sections of 
the city, but by far the greatest damage 
was the overturning of one of the re- 
ceiving tanks of the San Francisco Gas 
& Electric Co. at North Bench. About 
250,000 feet of gca was released, caus- 
ing a tire which did considerable dam- 
age. The loss to the gas .company will 
leach many thousands of dollars. A 
house was blown down at North Reach. 
So far as known, no one was injured.

Amendments 



U.S. Senate Makes More Changes 
in Hay-Paunceforte Ar- 
rangements- 



One of Them Declares Clayton- 
Bulwer Treaty to be 
Abrogated. 



Washington, Dec. 14 — Unless amended 
beyond any degree proposed in tin* 
Senate this year by the responsible lead- 
ers, and put in such a form us to make 
it tin absolute discourtesy, the mutter of 
the pending Hay-Pauncefote treaty will 
be submitted to the British government 
by the President, The communication 
will be purely pro forma, for the admin- 
istration has not the slightest idea that 
the convention will be accepted by the 
British government. If this belief is 
well-founded, then the document will go 
into the limit of treaties failed of ratifi- 
cation, its position comparing in some 
degree with the Olney-Pauncelote arbi- 
tration treaty. 

Any expectation that the action of. the 
Senate yesterday upon the Davis amend- 
ment to the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
would result in the immediate retire- 
ment of .Secretary Hay from the cabinet, 
is negatived by the fact that the Secre- 
tary has not resigned, and, according to 
his own statement, will not leave the 
cabinet at present. 

When the Senate went into executive 
session, Senator Lodge reported tho 
amendments agreed upon in committee. 
There were two of them. The first of 
these inserts the words, "which is hereby 
superseded," after the words "Clnyton- 
Bulwer treaty," in tho first paragraph of 
Article II. of the treaty, making that 
paragraph read as follows: 

"The high contracting parties desiring 
to preserve and maintain the general 
principle of neutralization established in 
Article 411 of th"c Olayton-Bulwer con- 
vention, which is hereby superseded, 
adopt ns the basis of such neutralization 
the following rules, substantially as em- 
bodied in the convention between Great 
Britain and certain other powers, signed 
at Constantinople, for the free naviga- 
tion of the Suez maritime canal." 

The second of the amendments strikes 
out Article o3S of the treaty, reading as 
follows: 

"The high contracting parties, imme- 
diately upon the exchange of the ratifi- 
cation's of this convention, will bring it 
to the notice of the other powers and, 
invite them to adhere to it." 

It was stated that the committee hnd 
been unanimous in its action, with the 
exception of Senator Money, who op- 
posed any action except the absolute and 
unconditional abrogation of. the Olayton- 
Bulwer treaty. 

That result is accomplished by the 
amendment reported to-day. but the 
Mississippi' Senator would have this done 
through other means than the Hny- 
Pauncefote treaty.

— Indemnity to the amount of 
700,000,0(111 taels, payable within sixty 
j ears and guaranteed by the Likin. 

Second.— Tlii" erection in Pekin of 
suitable monuments to the memory of 
Boron von Kctteler. 

Third.— An imperial prince, near rela- 
tive of the Emperor, to go to Berlin to 
apologize and express regret for the 
murder. 

Fourth.— Foreign troops to hold tho 
lines of communication betweeu Taku 
and Pekin. 

Fifth. — Punishment of Boxer officers. 

Sixth. — Candidates from districts 
where anti-foreign outrages have been 
perpetrated not to be allowed to com- 
pete in Chinese examinations in Pekin 
for five years. 

Seventh.— Abolition of the Tsung li 
yamen. 

Eighth. — Foreign envoys to have ac- 
cess to the Emperor at all times. 

Ninth. — Importation of arms and am- 
munition into the province of Chih-li to 
be abolished. 

Tenth.— The land nnd sen forts lie 
tween Shan Hni Kwnn, Taku and Pe- 
kin to be destroyed. 



IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 

Lord Rosebery Objects to Stock Brok- 
ers and Premier Rebukes llim. 

London, Dec. 14. — In the House of 
Lords to-day, Lord Harwich answered 
Lord Roeebery's criticism in the house 
on the re-assembling of parliament, 
when the latter referred to the Under 
Secretary of State for India ns being a 
member of a firm of stockbrokers. Ho 
said that when he had been offered the 
appointment he had explained to Lord 
Salisbury and to Lord George Hamilton, 
the secretary of state for India, that ho 
was relinquishing active business con- 
nection with his firm. After Lord 
Rosebery bad re-asserted the correctness 
of his principle, Lord Salisbury took 
exception to the soundness of Lord 
Rosebery 's views. He said that there, 
was a clap-trap cry against stock- 
brokers, who were not guilty of 
commercial sins than others of the 
mercantile community. To say that 
no one connected with commercial 
business was capable of filling a 
government position was not only a 
stigma upon an honorable profes- 
sion, but the circle of men available for 
the service of the country could be 
diminished. The field for the selection 
of ministers was small in this country. 
The doctrine invented by Lord Rosebery 
was of no value for any practical pur- 
poses. 

In the House of Commons, Mr. Gerald 
Balfour, president of the hoard of trade, 
replying to a question of Mr. O. P. 
Trevelyn, Liberal, said the board had re- 
ceived several communications regarding 
the extortion of " blood money " from 
seamen at Portland, Oregon. The mat- 
ter has been brought to the attention of 
the foreign office. After the war loan 
bill hnd passed the committee stage, tho 
house adjourned. 



UPPER CANADA COLLEGE. 

A Change in the Supervision of the, 
Institution Takes Place. 

Toronto, Dec. 14.— (Special)— A unique 
ceremony, marking distinctly a new era' 
in the history of Upper Canada College, 
took place in the office of the minister of 
education at the normal school building 
at noon to-day. The occasion was tho 
formal relinquishment by the govern- 
ment of supervision and management of 
the college and its properly, which now 
devolves upon a new board of governors 
appointed under the terms of an net 
passed nt the last session of the provin- 
cial legislature.

The scenes at the war nfflee to-day re- 
call those witnessed in the early stages 
of the war.

Northumberland Fusiliers in Gen. Kit- 
chener's despatch leads to the foreboding 
that the four companies of the Fusiliers 
mentioned are in the hands of the Boors. 
The officials of the war office evidently 
expect a heavy casualty list, but they 
are hopeful, from the fact that the de- 
spatch does not mention the capture of 
the Northumberland*, that such i great 
catastrophe has been escaped. 

Orders wore issued at AMensliot, 
Malta and other military centres this 
morning to despatch all the available, 
mounted infantry to South Africa. 

The Capetown correspondent of tho 
Daily Mail reports the arrest at Wor- 
cester, Cape Colony, of Harold Dar- 
rlngdale, alleged to he an American, on 
a charge of fomenting an Afrikander 
rebellion. "Tho arrest," says tho de- 
spatch, "lias made a great, sensation, 
and startling disclosures are promised." 

Lorenzo Marques, Deo. 14.— The Brit- 
ish troops at Koomatipoort are standinig 
to arms in the expectation of an attack 
by Boer forces of 1.500 which are in that 
Vicinity.

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The following Associated Press letter, 
dated at Yokohama, November 30, was 
received by the Empress of China: 

The reaction from the intense interest 
of the recent events in China, combined 
with tho wearisome drag of the peace 
negotiations, has had its natural result 
in a lethargic condition of the news 
market of Japan. 

The only event of importance during 
tiio past week has been the great recep- 
tion given to Admiral Beardslee, of tho 
United States navy, a garden party at 
Tokin having been arranged in his honor, 
at which the attendants wore dressed in 
tho ancient Inmuria costumes, and an 
exhibition was made of every possible 
relic which could be gathered to recall 
the expedition of Commodore Perry, in 
which the Admiral took part as a mid- 
shipman. Admiral Beardslee, because of 
tins participation, has a very warm 
place in the hearts of the Japanese, and 
in the speeches made, there was enthu- 
siastic recognition of the high place 
which the United States holds in tho 
nation's regard. Tho unbroken friend- 
p between tho two countries over 
co the landing of tho Commodore, -IT 
irs ago, wns the theme of universal 
comment. Two of the most celebrated 
scholars ill the country, Mr. Taku/.amu 
and Mr. ICato. made the welcoming ad- 
dresses, and Marquis £?uigo, who hasi 
been prominent in government circles 
during almost the entire interval mean- 
time, acted as the chief host on the on- 
asion. 

The movement to mark the place of 
Perry's landing with a suitable monior- 
al has taken shape, a distinguished and 
influential committee having charge nf 
the .scheme. It is likely that it will take 
the form of a magnificent lighthouse on 
the dangerous Plymouth rooks at the en- 
trance of Uragn bay. This beacon is In 
surmounted by a bronze figure of the 
bluff old Commodore. 
Additional evidence nf the rapid 
owth of Western civilization here is 
furnished by the recent formation of a 
' bicycle dub in Tokio. The ox- 1 
traonlinarv contrasj between the slow.' 
shuffling gait of the Japanese women of 
the old type ond the vision nf the girl 
of the period, flashing along tho street* 
on tl, ! wheel, gives lis the most vivid re- 
minder which we have yet had, of tho 
extraordinary change passing over tho 
people. One feature which is universal- 
ly noticed is the admirable aduntiibility 
o'f tho Japanese costume to the new 
port, and the suggestion is made that 
Western ladies will find in it a complete 
olution of the problem of a fitting bi- 
lole dress for the Rex. 
Very grave anxiety is felt for the fntc 
f the training .ship of the Tokio com- 
mercial school, which, with 01 students 
in board le r t Murornn. in the Hokkoi- 
do, on tho 13th. for Shimidzu, whore she 
was due on the 20th. On the 17th » 
tierce storm, tho same which recently 
ravaged Hongkong, wns raging on the 
const, and it is feared, that the vessel has 
roundered with all on board. As. how- 
ever, she was a sailing vessel, with only 
-iiixiliarv steam power, it is possible that 
she mat- hnvo been driven far out to sea.

Two have 
come already this season, and the Royal- 
ist will be 'the third steamer to nrrivo 
for the refinery, together with one sail- 
ing vessel, the C. F. Crocker.

SEAL SKIN SALES. 


Prices 

Those Obtained Last 

The price brought by the 35,000 seal 
skins which were sold for the Victoria 
sealers at the annual mid-December 
sides of C. M. Lampson & Co., and the 
Hudson's Bay Co., was somewhat high- 
er than the figures realized last year. 
Despatches which reached the city yes- 
terday afternoon from London, being 
re<cived by R. P. Rithct & Co., the 
Hudson's Bay Co., Hall, Uoepel & Co. 
and other firms interested in the Bale, 
gave news that the average .prices real- 
ized were as follows: A. C. M. Lamp- 
sen's, the average price for skins taken 
on the British -Columbia const was 113 
shillings and 6 pence, or about $15.20, 
and for skins taken in Bearing sea, 011 
the fall cruise, tbe average was 70 shil- 
lings and (> pence, or about $10.00. At 
tbe Hudson's Bay Co.'s sale, accord- 
ing to private despatches, which bad not 
been confirmed by the official advices, 
the prices realized were lower than at 
Lampson's. The skins sold there aver- 
aged as follows: For skins taken on 
the British Columbia coast the average 
price was 60 shillings, and for Behring 
sea skins, the average price paid was 
tit; shillings and pence. 

While these wove the average prices, 
there were some lots which brought 
higher figures, some consignments be- 
ing reported to have sold as high as 78 
shillings and 11 pence per skin, and in 
one case a small lot are said to have 
brought 80 shillings, or about $19.20 per 
skin. The general average, though, for 
skins taken in Behring sea was about 
910.00, It is reported that tin- consign- 
ment of skins sent by one of the local 
linns, which were despatched by pas- 
senger trains and rushed by express, 
did not arrive in time for the sale. 



ENTERPRISE SAILS. 

Early Morning Incidents in the Neigh- 
borhood of Tier Anchorage 
in James Bay. 

Sealing schooner Enterprise, the first 
of the fleet for Japan to sail, was towed 
out by the tug Sadie yesterday after- 
noon. The Enterprise has a crew of 
vhites, nnd some having received large 
advances, indulged too frequently, 
-which resulted in a barrel of trouble for 
the master when he was about ready to 
stcrt, The schooner was to have sail- 
ed early yesterday morning, but the 
-work of collecting the crew took up the 
grenter part of the day. 

Two of those on hoard in the capacity 
of boat steerers, made things interesting 
at Dan MeTntosh's hoathouse and in 
that vicinity about 4 o'clock in the 
morning. They had come back after a 
night ashore, their lust, for some time, 
and were feeling merry, so when they 
fonnd that no boat would come off from 
the schooner to take them on board, 
they started to untie a canoe belonging 
to a local yachtsman. They were en- 
gi ged in loosening the canoe when 
Capt. Dan came out of his place in 
neglige, and filed a demurrer against 
1ho canoe being taken. The seniors 
said things which kept the recording an- 
gel very busy, nnd tried to get away 
villi the canoe, but Capt. Dan sat one 
down on a dampened landing nnd look- 
ed for the other. Tie had fled. Then 
Dan went back to bed. and was sliding 
off into dremnlnnd, when his dog made 
quite a din. He then went out again, 
nnd found the sealers trying to loose 
the moorings of a small s'nop yacht, 
tied up by the provincial police launch 
house. There was more language, nnd 
after some fistic performances, in which 
-he sealers come out second best, they 
-were routed. The rest of the night was 
spent in nonce, the sealers going fm- an- 
other walk uptown. 

After daylight they returned nnd 
-wore taken off to the schooner. One of 
the two had not been on board long be- 
fore be took it into his head to desert, 
and ho suddenly jumped into a. boat ly- 
ing alongside and rowed for the bank- 
facing the government buildings. The 
ninte followed in another boat, and land- 
ed very sooti nfter the fugitive. Then 
a chase occurred, which did not last 
long, the sealer bciiiL' captured near 
the J. B. A. A. clubhouse. He was 
taken bnck on board, and nfter the oth- 
ers had been collected, the schooner 
sailed. 



THE BALLINAC LIGHT. 

Information Regarding the New Light- 
house Issued by the Department of 
Marine and Fisheries. 

According to a notice to mariners is- 
sued by the department of marine and 
fisheries, on December 1. a lighthouse, 
erected on the southeast part of the 
more easterly of the Balliuac islands, 
in the Strait of Georgia, was put in 
operation in Lat. N. 4!) (leg. 20 min. 35 
see., Long. W. 124 deg. 7 min. 30 see. 

The lighthouse is a square wooden 
building with sloping sides, surmount 
ed by a square wooden lantern, the 
whole painted white, and is 33 feet 
high from its base to the vane on the 
lantern. It stands on the summit of n 
rrunded knoll HO feet above the water. 

The light is ti fixed white light, elevat- 
ed 77 feet above high water mark, and 
should be visible 1-1 miles all round the 
horizon. "When bearing from S 75 deg. 
E. through S. to S. 21 deg. W„ over 
an arc of 00 deg., it may be obstructed 
at intervals by trees on the islands. The 
illuminating apparatus is dioptric of the 
seventh order. 



THE NAIAD AWAY. 

The Bark Carries n Large and Valuable 
Cargo of British Columbia Salmon 
to Liverpool. 
The storm signals which have been 
hanging from the masthead on the post 
office for three days, being lowered yes- 
terday, the British hark Naiad, Capt. 
Cummings, was towed to sea from her 
anchorage in Esquimnlt hnrbor by the 
tug Lome. The Naiad has on board a 
cargo of salmon and a small consign- 
ment of sundries valued at $280,135. 
She has 47.720 cases of salmon, valued 
at ?27S.700, ami 20 packages of sun- 
dries on account of various shippers, 
valued at $1,435. The ship, which is 
despatched to Liverpool by R. P. Rithct 
& Co., has the following salmon ship- 
ments: R. P. Rithct & Co., 20.751 
cases: W. A. Ward. 11,250 cases: Fin- 
lay, Durham & Brodie, 0.210 cases, nnd 
the United Canneries, 2,500 cases.

MARINE NOTES. 

Steamer Senator, which is replacing 
the Walla Walla on the Victoria-San 
Francisco route, arrived from San 
Kranciseo shortly after midnight, and 
anchored off the wharf. She will como 
in after davlight this morning. 

Steamer City of Pucbla will sail for 
the South to-night. 

Steamer Rosalie will not arrive from 
the Sound until 7 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing. 

Captain Conrndi of the steamship 
Garonne, now in the United States 
transport service, recent lv effected the 
cue of the shipwrecked crew of the 
eresii Maria, bound from Santa Cni7. 
Manila, in the teeth of n gnle, off the 
Philippine islands. The Garonne' and 
her captain. nl«o her surgeon, Dr. Phil- 
pot. are well-known here. 

The United States survey nnd reven- 
ue steamer Gedney will sail this morn- 
ing from .lames Bay. where she has 
been nt nnchor while stores were se- 
cured for San Francisco. 

The steam collier San Bins passed up 
■w>sterdav at noon to load for San Frnn- 
ci-co. Owing to tbe fact tint the San 
Bias, which passed Otter Point nt 
n.m., was reported by fhe lookout there 
tn he a leaded vessel, it was thought 
that she was the overdue Royalist, for 
which the pilots are watching. 



fiscal year has been the most prosperous, 
known to American shipping for a con- 
siderable time, our total tonnage is still 
314,074 tons less *.hnn in 1801. In that 
year our tonnage was 5,530,813 tons, 
and was larger than Great Britain's and 
nearly equalled the British Empire's. 
British shipping now amounts to 14,201,- 
000 gross tons— ours amounts to 5,104, 
S3!). When the part of our tonnage that 
is used in the foreign trade is examined 
separately, a still more surprising fact 
appears. Our tonnage in the foreign 
trade last year was only S10.705 tons, 
only nine per cent, of our exports and 
imports. A century ago, in fact, Ameri- 
can shipping registered for foreign trade 
was 600,921 tons, while this tonnago 
now in tin? thirteen original states 
amounts to 482,1)07 tons. For serious 
competition with foreign nations in the 
ocean-carrying trade, we are practically 
restricted to niuetyseven registered 
steamships of over a thousand tons, ag- 
gregating 260,825 tons. There are sin- 
gle foreign steamship corporations tint 
own greater tonnage. As regards Am- 
trican shipbuilding, the commissioner 
shows that our entire construction of 
ships for foreign trade in the last ten 
years is not much more than half of 
Great Britain's output of 1.340,000 tons 
during the single year 1S00. The main 
reason -for this state of affairs, he says, 
is that the cost, of shipbuilding in Eng- 
land is much less than here, and wages 
on the British ships are twenty-five per 
cent lower than on the American. A 
freight steamship carrying 5.000 toes 
cargo now costs $275,000 in the United 
States, compared with $214,000 in 
Great Britain. 

What is to be done about it'.' The 
commissioner tit navigation favors the 
shipping subsidy measure that will lie 
considered by tin: coming session of con- 
gress, a measure that would pay a bonus 
out of the federal treasury to ships of 
creditable size and speed, built in Am- 
erican shipyards, and would thus, it is 
claimed, encourage American shipbuild- 
ing. This measure, however, which is 
known as the Hauna-Payne shipping 
subsidy bill, is bitterly opposed by an 
overwhelming majority of the press. Re- 
publican as well ns Democrat, on the 
ground that it would enrich one industry 
at the expense of the rest, without giving 
any adequate return, and on the ground, 
that it is so framed that most of the sub- 
sidy would go to a few lines that are 
already making a good profit, and the 
rest, which really need encouragement, 
would get nothing tit all. The New York 
Journal of Commerce, for example, says 
'Our fundamental objection to the sub- 
sidy bill is that it proposes to defray the 
Inss, real or alleged, id' operating Ameri- 
can vessels out of the proceeds of taxa- 
tion, without guaranteeing the country 
that it will have any greater or better 
shipping facilities than it now has, but 
that American will be substituted for 
foreign vessels tit a cost of nine million 
dollars per annum." On the other side, 
tile New York Sun Bays: "No nation 
with a large extent of sea coast nnd de- 
pendent for a large pari of its commerce 
upon transportation on the seas has com- 
plete independence until it carries or is 
able to carry its own goods. The United 
States have complete political independ- 
ence, hut they have not yet achieved 
complete commercial independence. Any 
measure that will hasten that desirable 
day of freedom should be welcomed. 
The matter of cost, that is. the mere 
question of dollars and cents, involved 
in the bill to secure this freedom, should 
bo the last element to be considered."

HEALTH OK THE CITY. 

There is more sickness than usual in 
: Victoria. In this respect the city is not 
exceptional, for there is a good deal of 
sickness in, many other places. What 
is called typhoid fever is quite prevalent 
in many points f-r removed from each 
ether. Whether tins is more than a co- 
incidence cannot he determined. The 
Unusual number of eases of fever in this 
city has naturally directed the attention 
of many citizens to those things which 
tiro a menace to health. One matter 
that has been brought to the attention of 
the Colonist its the smell given off by 
some of the man-holes in the sewers. 
We have been asked if the sewers are 
regularly Mushed out, and the City 
Engineer, on the question being put to 
him, said that they were. Possibly they 
might be Hushed ofteuer with advantage. 
We offer this as a suggestion to the 
health ofllcers, without desiring to inti- 
mate that they are at all lax in the 
premises. Much complaint reaches us 
about the open drains. Can nothing be 
done to cleanse these? Can they not be 
flushed out from the hydrants? The 
hideous smell from the northern end of 
James Bay bridge seems enough of itself 
to breed pestilence. We suggested some 
time ago that the fire department should 
bo directed to turn the hose on the mud 
there at low tide, and notwithstanding 
the nature of the objection to such n 
course that has been raised, we renew 
the proposal. If the accumulated filth 
there was washed out under low water 
level, no one would lie hurt, and cer- 
tainly the olfactory nerves of citizens 
using the bridge would be gratified.

All the other 
nation.-' ran reach an understanding 
to what they will do; but not so the 
United States, which must hesitate the 
moment it conies to crystallizing the con- 
clusions into a treaty. Will tho other 
powers enter into an agreement to which 
the United States is a party under such 
circuinntances? We have very great 
doubt on the subject. 

We do not know that any difficulty 
will arise out of the refusal of the 
Senate to ratify the lluy-Pauncefote 
treaty. Indeed, we are of the contrary 
opinion. The people of the Unitei 
States have more sense than to expec 
they can have their own way in every 
thing as children. Correspondence may 
he resumed between the two govern 
meats or it may not he. The w hole sub 
jeet may be allowed ~t u drop. If tin 
United States can afford to appear bo 
fore the world in the character of j 
nation which docs not respect its treaty 
obligations, we suppose there is no help 
for it. That sort of folly will aoou pro- 
duce results that will bring the peopl 
to their senses. There is such a thing 
as national good faith, and no nation 
can afford to sacrifice it.

Arrangements are in progress for the 
taking of the Canadian census at a 
earlier date than usual. April is th 
month selected, which is the same a 
in the United Kingdom. At one tim 
it was proposed by some of the govern 
ments to arrange tor the taking of i 
census simultaneously all over the world 
next year, but the plan could not be 
worked out. The Netherlands took 
their census in 1890, and could not. lit 
expected to take another next year. 
Denmark and the United States 
fool; theirs this year, and tier- 
many and Switzerland are to do so dur- 
ing the present month. Austria-IIun 
gary, Belgium and Sweden will count 
their people on the last, day of the year, 
while Norway will do tin? same thing on 
New Year's Day. France will have her 
enumeration in April, while Italy will 
defer hers until the last day of next 
year. There are a great many other 
countries yet to he heard from, and it 
is premature to conclude that, we will 
he able to form anything like a close ap- 
proximate estimate of the world's popu 
lation at the beginning of the Twen- 
tieth Century.

$2.50 costs each, making the total re- 
ceipts for the day $545. The police de- 
sired to withdraw the charge of being 
in possession of burglar's tools against 
Norman Davis, but the case was re- 
manded until to-day, pending an exam- 
ination as to the boy's mental condi- 
tion.

Taxes Cfaemed 



Sums for Which the Dominion 
Goverment Tenants are 
Being Sued. 



Expectations That the Ottawa 
Authorities Will pay the 
Amounts. 



The wrih-i issued by Messrs. Mason & 
Bradburn, as solicitors for the city, 
against the tenants of Dominion govern- 
ment property for the payment of the 
city taxes thereon for 1000, aggregate 
in all tho fair-sized sum of ?1,300. 
There were six of them all told, viz., 
against Cyrus II. Bowes, chemist, for 
£275.50; Frank Campbell, tobacconist, 
#170.55; Roydrt & Nevin, bicycle sup- 
plies, etc., $251.3S; and Dam*i & Rock- 
habers, tonsorial artists, ,'?20:(.50. all 
being occupants of portions of the old 
post office block on Government street. 
Two other cases come from the Indian 
reserve, where a similar lot of condi- 
tions affect the holdings of Messrs. Pi 
Everett and J. C. Bales, the amount of 
taxeM claimed in these cases being #152 
and $233. 41 respectively. 

From the city solicitors it was learned 
yesterday that these taxes are claimed 
only on behalf of the portions -of the 
premises occupied by the respective par- 
ties. Under the Municipal Clauses Act; 
Dominion government property is usu- 
ally exempt from municipal taxation: 
but when occupied by parties other than 
Dominion government officials, taxes fun 
proportionate amounts may be Imposed, 
although the land itself cannot be 
charged with them. These tenants, it is 
urged, are competitors of others in their 
trade for the business of the town, and 
if relieved of taxation, through the 
nature of their tenancies, would be given 
an unfair advantage, while at the same 
time enjoying all the privileges and pro- 
tection afforded by the city. 

Several of them have retained Messrs. 
Langley & Martin fur their defence; 
but it is expected that the cases will not 
lie carried far forward before the Cana- 
dian government makes good this 
amount, which, it is understood, they 
promised some time ago to pay. 

FARMERS TO MEET. 

Annual Meeting of the Central Farmers' 
Institute— Good Roads. 

Two important meetings will he held 
on Monday next over at the parliament 
buildings, both coming under the depart- 
ment of agriculture. First of these 
comes the annual meeting of the Central 
Farmers' Institute. To this each of the 
local institutes scattered throughout the 
province sends its delegate, ami in thai 
way a score or so of the leading agri- 
culturists from all quarters of British 
Columbia will gather here next week. 
Their business is far-stretching. From 
the management of the local institutes 
to the discussion of freight rules its 
wide range extends, including, of course, 
the thousand and oae questions arising 
through the many phases of the agricul- 
tural industry. Agricultural legislation 
will also bo discussed at this 1 meeting. 

Following it, at the suggestion of 
President Frank J. Dcaue, the Cood 
Roads Association holds its meeting, 
thus obtaining a greater attendance at 
its sessions, as well as one the more 

conveniently secured. Every i il Cood 

Ron (If i organization is being well for- 
warded throughout the province, and 
with next week's meeting it is to be ex- 
pected that this most important work 
will assume more definite lines in the 
way of attaining better thoroughfares 
and highways.

BUSY WEEK AHEAD. 

Normal and High Schools Entrance Ex- 
aminations on Monday. 

On Monday next, at 9:3,0 n.m., the 
examination begins for entrance to the 
Normal institute, which the public 
schools department is to establish at 
New Years. This will be held simul- 
taneously at four points in the prov- 
ince, at the High school here, as well 
as at Vancouver, Kaniloops anil Nel- 
son. The examination will resemble 
very closely that for the old third class 
teaching certificates, and will extend 
■r a couple of days. It is expected 
be about the only one of its kind to 
be held here, as for subsequent ses- 
sions of the institute the mid-summer 
High school examinations will be ac- 
cepted in its place. How many appli- 
cants will present themselves is as yet 
.piite unknown, no previous formalities 
hn\ ing been required, but it is expect- 
ed that about 00 students will take the 
Normal course this winter. 

School Inspector Wilson is at present 
in the East, purchasing a library and 
the necessary supplies for this new in- 
stitution, and at the same time making 
Incidental visits to similar establish- 
ments along his route. Among others 
that lie has visited are those at Regina, 
Toronto and Albany.- He is expected to 
return by about New Years. 

Simultaneously with the Normal en- 
trance, the High school entrance exam- 
ination begins next week. These are to 
be held at each of the four High schools 
of the province. At the Capital. Super- 
intendent Robinson will supervise af- 
fairs, while at Xauaimo, Mr. Hunter 
has charge. (In the Mainland, Inspec- 
Netherby. with the High school 
principals of Vancouver and New West- 
minster, will have the matter in hand. 
All together next week will be a busy 
one for the officials of the educational 
department, as well as an anxious one 
for the many children and grown-ups 
who are nbout to face the ordeal.

Inspecting Dairies.— The provincial 
veterinary inspector, Mr. J. Gibbons,

ilaints about unclean milk, and be has 
been making a personal inspection of 
the different dairies with this end in 
view. He lias found just grounds for 
complaint in a number of instances, 
not in the cleanliness of the stables, al- 
though an important thing, but In re- 
gard to the milking operations. He 
found, especially where Japs were em- 
ployed, that the teats and udder of the 
cow had not been wiped before milk- 
ing was commenced, and that as a re- 
sult of this carelessness, the complaints 
bad been made. He has given strict in- 
structions in all stables he has visited 
that cleanly habits must be adopted at 
once, and threatens to proceed in fu- 
ture ngninst any whom he finds not 
complying with the law. Strict legis- 
lation on this matter is about to be en- 
acted by the department of agricul- 
ture, anil it is understood that the ad- 
visability of appointing n milk inspect- 
or will bo discussed at the next meet- 
ing of the Farmers' Institute.

ALPHA'S TROUBLES. 

Chief Engineer Sentenced to Ten 
Weeks' Imprisonment for 
Desertion. 

The trial in the city police court yes- 
terday of Chief Engineer Cordon, late 
I' the steamer Alpha, on the charge of; 
leserting from that steamer, did not 
result, as was anticipated, in a solu- 
tion of the mystery as to how the 
steamer took in water so badly when 
sea. and was apparently all right 
when at the dock, unless the statement 
of the engineer, that water only came 
in when the vessel rolled. Cordon ad- 
mitted that be had deserted, but al- 
leged in justification that the vessel was 
not seaworthy. He was sentenced to 
ten weeks' imprisonment with hard la- 
bor, for deserting, the magistrate hold- 
ing that hi' could take no notice of the 
contention that the vessel was imsea- 
wortliy. there being a recourse for sea- 
men who held that to secure release 
from a ship if they could prove the 
charge. The prosecution put in no 
sworn testimony, simply submitting the 
deck logs, in which it was alleged that 
Cordon hail endangered the ship 
through drinking, and that a survey of 
the ship by the inspector of hulls bad 
proved her to be seaworthy. 

Cordon made n disconnected state- 
ment from the box, in which he said 
the ship was not seaworthy: the Bre- 
men were incompetent; there was no 
load water line or Plimsol marl; on tho 
steamer, ami that she was loaded too 
deep. She took water, be said, when 
she rolled and thai the captain himself 
had admitted this at Steveston. The 
fault, be thought, lay in one of tho sen 
connections, which was too low. This 
he said was a matter for the boiler and 
not the hull inspector.

Ten O'Clock This Morning. 

Santa Glaus has arrived at The West- 
side. He reached the city yesterday and 
has taken up his quarters at the grotto 
prepared for him. He will receive the 
young ones and their elders there at 
10 a.m. to-day, and has treats in store 
for those who visit him. When seen 
lust night at the grotto, Santa Claus 
was clad in a cloak of bright red, with 
hood to match, and trimmings of elder 
down. He has the regulation long 
white whiskers and looks like a kindly 
old man. He has picked up a number 
of little clowns, who will assist him to- 
day in catering to the wants of the 
children. The grotto at The Westnlde 
is a very pretty one. At one end is a 
tableau, representing Little Red Riding 
Hood and the two wolves, done in wax, 
and looking very realistic. A scenic 
background has been painted by Mr. 
Wollaston, of The Westside stutT. and 
other scenic views portraying Santa 
Claus riding over the roofs, his trips 
down chimneys, etc., are seen there. 
Tho route to the grotto from the front 
door has been decorated, and arches of 
evergreen, hung with tinsel, line the 
way. Going down the left aisle of tin; 
store, the visitors are escorted up im- 
provised stairways and along the gal- 
iery to an evergreen-hung niche, 
through which entrance is had to the 
grotto.

The Jubfee 

Hospital Board 



More Accommodation for Both 
Patients and Nurses Is 
Required. 



Various Topics Discussed at 
the Meeting of the 
Directors. 



In the absence of the president and 
the vice-president, Mr. Joshua Davies 
took the chair itt the meeting of the 
board of hospital directors held in the 
board of trade rooms last night. 
Amongst thode present were Messrs, A. 
Wilson, I. Bruverruuu, 10. A. Lewis, B, 
Cordon, It. L. Drury, U. S. Day, ami 
Thomas Shotbolt, together with Dr. 
Iinsell. The minutes of the previous 
meeting being read by the secretary, 
were then approved. 

A letter from Mrs. Hascll, president of 
the Daughters of Pity, regarding the 
holding of a Christmas tree and a sea- 
sonable celebration at the hospital, was 
read. To thin project the objection was 
taken that it had a disturbing effect 
upon the patients. This was not dis- 
cussed, however, and the matter was 
referred to the house committee, with 
power to act. 

From Dr. Hasell's report for Novem- 
ber it appeared that 57 new patients had 
been admitted to the institution during 
that month, and a total of 105 had been 
treated. The total number of 1,554 
days meant a daily average of -17 
patients in the hospital, at a cost of 
$1.57 per day. Filed. 

Matron Grady's report acknowledged 
the receipt of a large donation of cloth- 
ing and other articles from the Women's 
Auxiliary, an well as gilts from Miss 
Drake and -Mrs. Potts. The report was 
received, and the donors are to be 
thanked. 

Steward Jenkinson reported the gift o! 
six boxes of apples and six bags of pota- 
toes from Mr. Henry Ruakle, of Salt 
Spring Island, for which' the thanks of 
the hoard were directed to be tendered. 
The steward also presented the report of 
the piggery. Six pigs bought in the 
early part of the housou bad been re- 
cently sold for S7D.22, nt a profit of 
$112.72. " It pays to keep pigs," re- 
marked Director Wilson. ' 

The report of the finance committee 
recommended the payment of salaries 
amounting to $710.2-1, and a total dis- 
bursement of $1,737.0(5, all of which was 
approved. Over a bill of $38, the 
funeral expenses of the late Hospital 
Clerk Oakden, a long discussion took, 
place. The majority of the board 
thought that the bill should be paid from 
some life insurance which was rumored 
to have covered the clerk, or that his 
people in England should liquidate the 
liability, and the matter was then left to 
the proper committee. 

The house committee reported upon 
various repairs, costing some !?-17.50, and 
recommending some others, which were 
immediately sanctioned. The report also 
contained a comparative statement' of 
the cost of lighting, which for the past 
four months ranged $24.57, $43.95, 
$84.87, nnd $81.18, as against $08.12, 
$00.10. $82.2-1. and $94.87 for the cor- 
responding months of the year 1899. 
Regarding the extra nursing, it was 
shown that fully SO per cent, of it had 
been paid for by the patients enjoying 
the service; while to account for the 
larger butchers' and grocers' bills, it ap- 
peared that 370 meals had been served 
to nurses and visitors, most of which 
hud been paid for. Mr. Williams' ap- 
pointment to the office of clerk was con- 
firmed, :it the salary and terms of his 
predecessor. 

Amongst the other business coming up 
was the removal ot the l(!o-foot llng- 
staff, the gift to the hospital from tho 
Chcinainus Mill Co., from its present 
position in the water at Sayward's mill 
to the hospital grounds, This was left 
in the hands of the grounds committee, 
with power to act at once, tenders for 
its removal to be called for without fur- 
ther delay. 

Some informal discussion followed 
upon the question of providing further 
accommodation at the hospital. This 
appeared to be needed both for patients 
and for staff. Some of the old plans 
appeared to be missing, and there was a 
conflict of opinion as to whether a 
.second story or an additional wing were 
the better method of securing the end 
desired. A rumor was voiced that pos- 
sibly tho federated societies were about 
to offer to erect a winjg, and it was 
stated thi.t the government lmd under 
consideration the introduction of a bill 
regarding legislative aid in 'the erection 
and extension of these institutions. Tho 
matter was referred to the house com- 
mittee for Immediate action. 

The chairman called attention to an 
advertisement in last Tuesday's Colonist 
of the Federal Life Insurance Co., of- 
fering to the hospital 20 per cent, of all 
first premiums upon policies written by 
Agent Bagshawe during the current 
month. This "was wholly unauthorized' 
by the hoard, as the agent had at once 
acknowledged when Keen by some of the 
directors, who had then informed him 
that they did not consider that the ,'Iubi- 
lee hospital should be used to holster up 
his company. 

It wits also reported, that: Indian Agent 
Vowell had arranged. .to transfer to St. 
Joseph's hospital a two-year-old child 
brought in by Dr. Ernest Hall and n 
Methodist missionary from tho reserve.

NAVAL NEWS. 



Officers Go to Join Rear-Admiral Beau- 
mont— Imperieuse Refitting— Con- 
dor's Stormy Passage. 

Capt. T. P. Walker, of II. M. S. War- 
spite, who in company witli several other, 
officers from the Esquimau licet go to 
jo:n Rear-Adinirul Beaumont on the 
Australian station, left for their new 
base yesterday. Capt. Walker, wife and 
son left- by the Charmer for England, 
wishing to visit home friends before 
going out to the colonies. The other 
officers— Private Secretary II. II. Share, 
Lieut. B. A. Prntt-Barlow, E. II. McA. 
Dyer, W. J. Kilpatricli and Arthur R, 
Addy— leave by the Wnrrimoo for Syd- 
ney. More of the private effects of 
Rear- Admiral' Beaumont are to be de- 
spat cited by the steamer. W. Gillies, a 
paymaster from the Esquimalt licet, was 
a passenger East yesterday with Capt 
Walker. He has been transferred to a 
1 1 ainmg ship at one of the home dock- 
yards. 

11. M. S. Phaeton, it is, reported, will 
sail for the South on Tuesday. 

H. M. S. Imperieuse, the late flagship 
on this station, is to be refitted nt Chat- 
ham. The Naval and Military Record 
to hand yesterday morning says: 

"The Admiralty have sanctioned the 
expenditure of an additional £2,800 for 
refitting the cruiser Imperieuse, which 
hns been undergoing repairs and altera- 
tions at Chatham for the past twelve 
months. She is being supplied with a 
new and improved armament of quick- 
firing guns." 

The service paper has the following 
from a correspondent on board tho 
sloop-of-wnr Condor, which is bound to 
this station. His letter, which is dated 
from Madeira on November 20, says: 

"After a somewhat stormy passage, we 
arrived here this morning, having sailed 
from Portsmouth on the 13th instant: 
On clearing the Isle of Wight we found 
a fresh breeze blowing from northwest, 
with a lumpy sea, and the next day the 
ship pitched ami rolled so much that 
nearly everyone fore and aft felt a bit, 
piano.' ' 

"The decks wanted caulking before 
leaving Chatham, but as this was not 
done, they leaked over mess-deck and 
cabins to such an extent that there was 
hardly a place below where water could 
not be seen dripping through. Severn! 
of tiie cabins were washed out with 
water which leaked through the ham- 
mock nettings. On the evening of the 
15th, when getting out of the bay, we 
were nearly run down by a large pas- 
senger steamer, which, after overtaking 
ns, proceeded to cut across our bows be- 
fore she had sufficiently headed us. 
However, as we altered course and 
stopped the engines, the two ships did 
not get too close. 

"Among the ship's fittings it mav he 
mentioned that the wardroom fiddles 
were so strangely fitted that when on tho 
table they had a somewhat similar ap- 
pearance to a suit of clothe« built for a 
very fat short man, being worn by a tall 
thin man, whereby there was not suffi- 
cient at the 'ends." and a considerable 
overhanging amidships — in point of fact, 
they were about three inches too short, 
and overlapped some four inches on 
either side. Another fitting placed in a 
somewhat unusual locality is the chron- 
ometer box. which is fixed immediately 
tinder the lire main in the steerage. 

"On our arrival at Madeira we found 
the Calliope in port. We sail on the 
22nd for Las Palmae, our next port of 
call." 

II. M. S. Hyacinth, which at one time 
was on this station, has been fitted with 
new boilers. 



CHRISTIAN SOCIALISM. 

Lecture by Rev. Elliott S. Rowe at A. 
O. U. W. Hall Last 
Evening. 

Tho Rev. E. S. Rowe gave a very in- 
teresting lecture on "Christian Social- 
ism" in the A. O. U. W. hall last night. 
Hon. A. E. Smith, United States con- 
sul, was in the chair, and there was a 
large nnd appreciative audience present. 
The lecturer said that Christian social- 
ism stood at the present time as an ex- 
pression of the fruits of the Christian 
religion. As a fruit oT religion, it ex- 
pressed the idea that Christianity would 
cypress itself in society. The basis of 
true socialism must be brotherhood. It 
was taken that when the Kingdom of 
Christ was established, it would be 
founded upon exactly opposite princi- 
ples to our life generally. The Chris- 
tian socialist believed that the King- 
dom of Christ would be socialistic. 

The speaker then explained the moan- 
ing of the word "socialist.*' The in- 
dividualistic theory was. every man for 
himself. The individualistic theory in 
regard to the state was that a man 
could go on with his business as long 
nn it did not interfere witli the stale. 
The eight-hour law and factory legisla- 
tion were socialistic. Such laws were 
socialistic, because they said to men: 
"You cannot do ns you like in these 
respects." Christian socialists do not 
always agree. There was no hard and 
fnst. theory, hut th« Christian socialist 
was sure of one thing: He wns sure 
that men should live together in ac- 
cordance with Hie teaching of Chr ; st. 
The theory does not proceed upon the 
idea that all men were equal or equally 
worthy. The Christian" socialist 'was 
looking for what'.' He was looking for 
the Divine Order. Ho believed in pro- 
gress. Ho did not sit down and deplore 
111" state of tilings, but tool; the. best 
lie could get. Anything that was hurt- 
ful to man wns not according to Cod's 
will, nnd therefore onnld be changed, if 
men would set about it. Men should 
not lie dissatisfied with, their posses- 
sessions, but should he dissatisfied with 
themselves until they had made the 
best of them. 

Honesty, integrity and prudence were 



necessary to a man's character. A child 
should not be made to work until he 
had time to improve his intellectual fa- 
culties. Opportunities for self-making 
men were not so good as they were. 
One difficulty was that so many men 
could not get work. Another, that men 
were dissatisfied. Capital and labor 
wore one. Capital was the result of 
the work of men. There were some 
iiueer laws in Ontario. The lecturer 
knew of 11 cus.3 when a, man was 
charged with fraud, his lawyer argued 
that he could not be tried in the police 
court, because he had made himself 
into a limited company. This was ap- 
pealed against, but when the case came 
before the grand jury and he was found 
guilty, because he was a very large ad- 
vertiser, not a single newspaper men- 
tioned the fact. The lecturer told h 
story of a tramp. The tramp asked a 
lady for some breakfast. The lady told 
him to saw some wood for her, and that 
she would then give him his breakfast. 
Tho tramp said ho would be pleased to 
saw the wood, hut he was very hungry, 
as he hud had nothing to eat for a long 
time, and he feared he would not he 
able to work unless he had something 
to eat first. The lady gave him some 
breakfast, ami he went into the wood- 
shed. The work did not seem to pro- 
gress very rapidly, so the lady went 
to the shed. There was no tramp there 
but a note had been left on the wood. 
It read: "You saw me, but you did not 
see me saw." 

At tin? conclusion of the lecture, Rev 
Dr. Wilson moved a vote of thanks to 
the lecturer, which was seconded by 
Mr. S. Perry Mills. The proceedings 
terminated with the audience singing 
"God Save the Queen."
